Gale onl Rain 
Break Heat; 


(Pictures om back page.) 
Torrential rain, driven by a fifty mile 


Sale and accompanied by a vivid dis 
play of lightning, swept over Chicago 


and its suburbs late yesterday after- 
Tens of thousands huddled in fear in 


the loop district when the storm broke 


just at the rush hour. Thousands 
of dollars’ worth of damage was done

The temperature dropped from 90 
degrees at 5 o'clock to 70. degrees u 
few minutes later, where it remained 
for a time.

Rescued on the Lake. | 

‘On Lake Michigan two girls and a 
man, far out in a small sailing canoe, 
fought through the gale and rising sea 
to the Lake View crib, where they 
were rescued by the trib tenders. The 
girls were Ruth Walsh, 19 years old, 
and her 16 year old sister Vivian, of 
1013 Foster avenue. Harry Smythe 
of 5623 Winthrop avenue was. with 
them in the canoe about four miles 
off Wilson avenue. : 

Seeing the gathering storm, Smythe, 
an experienced swimmer and canoe 
sailor, started under sail and paddle 
for shore, with all speed. They had 
gone about a mile and were about 


three blocks from the crib when the | 


squall struck them, snapping off the 
mast. 
Clear Away Wreckage. 

After clearing away the wreckage, 
Smythe and the girls fought in the 
teeth of the gale and rising seas to 
make the crib, the canoe half filled 
with water. When within 300 feet 
of the erib an extraordinarily large 
wave capsized the craft. Smythe 
righted it, and again they Ralf swam, 
half paddled toward their haven. A 
little closer, and the canoe was turned 
turtle again. By this time the three 
were rapidly losing strength. 

In the crib Frank Kehoe and Harry 
Briley, crib tenders, were closing win- 
dows against the storm 
chance they saw the little group strug- 
gling in the waves, They rushed to 
the crib pier and Kehoe dived 5 828 the 


water.
